actually began his career in this 


medium during journeys to Italy in 
his young manhood, when he made a 
few small plates. But his distinctive 


| work did not begin until he came 


under the inspiration of Whistler 
then his brother-in-law—in 1859. At 
that period he produced fourteen 
etched plates which show maturity 
and mastery. With Haden, etching 
was a relaxation. “To feel vividly;” 
he wrote, to be possessed for a few 
hours by some overmastering thought 
and to record the thing before the 


fire has time to die out of it, that Is 
the first condition of etching.” He 
frequently completed two plates in 
the course of an afternoon as was the 
case with “Egham” and “Egham 
Lock,” and again with “On the Test” 
and “The Water Meadow,” four of his 
finest plates. 

This example of his work is typical 
of his intuitive grasp of essentials. 
How e — 7 is his line and how 
suave e line of the trees on the 
edge of the wood meets the tone of 
the dense woods beyond them! In the 
foreground—in the broad sunshine— 
where the best etchers put little ap- 
parent work, there is need for the 
greatest skill in selection. Haden 
eliminates all but three salient,.inter- 
esting things: the passing shower, 
the branching oak tree, and the droll, 
attentive asses with their reflections 
in the still pool. 

If Whistler was the greatest per- 
sonality in the history of modern 
etching, Haden did more than 
Whistler even, to promote the modorn 
appreciation of fine prints. In 1880 he 
became founder and first président 
of the Royal Society of Painter- 
Etchers and was a writer and col- 
lector of authority. 


The Miltonie Hills

In 1909, the primitive version es 


discovered in the autograph album, 
“Years of Youth,” purchased by 
Charles Malherbe, the then librarian 
‘of the Paris Opéra. And it was re- 
vealed that King Saul,” in its pub- 
lished version, had undergone a fate 
very similar to that of “Boris 
Godounoff” in the revised version; 
the music, in the manuscript, is far 
bolder, more substantial and more 
telling, it is instinct with — 
originality. 
The same remark a in a 
lesser degree, to the song “Night,” 
published in 1871, of which a manu- 
script version dated 1864 was also 
found in the Malherbe autograph. 
Let it be added that whereas the 
manuscript of the published version 
of. Night“ is preserved, there are 
no two manuscripts of “King Saul.” 
The questions to be solved. are 
whether Moussorgsky revised the 
songs himself for publication, and 
if so whether he did so of his own 
accord or was worrted into doing 80 
by his kind friends’ advice; or

Composer Lost Interest , 
What we do know is that after hav- 
ing carefully written out a set of his

French Program by Boston, Symphony | 


By STUART MASON 


HE fifteenth concert of the Bos- 

ton Symphony Orchestra, Serge 

Koussevitzky, conductor, was 

given yesterday afternoon in Sym- 
phony Hall, Boston. The program:

This was a program devoted to 
the music of contemporary French 
composers, albeit composers who 
have not to any great extent been 
influenced by the peculiar esthetic 
ideals of the younger and more “ad- 
vanced” generation. But this latter 
group (Milhaud and Company) would 
possibly dislike the label of contem- 
porary. 

The composers whose music was 
played yesterday have (with the pos- 
sible exception of Rougsel) gained 
their place in the musical world: 
Their style, their tendencies, the 
general relationship which they bear 
to the art of music and its par- 
ticular development in France have 
for long been known and in gen- 
eral understood. In other words, 
their music is no longer, if it ever 
was, problematical. It is a logical 
and sane development of resources 
and technical processes which have 
been the common property of com- 
posers for many years. They have 
never attempted to introduce new 
elements into the art of music, and, 
although they cannot be classed as 
innovators, their compositions are 
none the less interesting and beau- 
tiful. 

“La Procession Nocturne” 


Rabaud’s “La Procession Noc- 
turne” recalled the pleasant months 
of its composer’s stay here as con- 
ductor of the orchestra, and although | ©" 
it has pleased some to consider that 
period one of little profit, others who 
are perhaps more concerned with the 
music of the symphony concerts and 
its proper rendition than with the 
personality of a conductor will 
remember them as one of the out- 
standing features in the more imme- 
diate past of the orchestra. 

But apart from these perhaps sen- 


timental associations, “La Proces- 
is. a composition 
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account. Its apt illustration of the | 
episode from Lenau's “Faust” ar- 
rests the attention. It enhances the 
poetry and brings out its meaning- 
as illustrative music of this sort 
often fails to do. Its delicate orches- 
tration shows the master hand in 
every measure, the touch of a sensi- 
tive musical nature on every page. 
D'Indy’s Symphony is music of 
another character, no less masterly 
in its way. Less Gallic in its flavor, 
touching a deeper note, it is never- 
theless a work which could have. 
been conceived and executed only by 
a Frenchman. More austere than the 
music of Rabaud or Dukas, perhaps 
more intellectual than emotional, in

Roussel’s Composition 
Roussel’s “Pour une Féte-de Prin- 
temps” was played for the “first 
time in Boston. His Symphony has 
also been played here recently. In 
comparison with this later work it 
is more easily understandable, it is 
clearer in form and content. Ite 
composer is a colorist, not particu- 
larly as an orchestral writer, but 
more often as a harmonist. His de- 
velopment of his themes is of little 
account in the ordinary sense. 
Rather does he seek his effects in 
the juxtaposition and arrangement

ot his harmonic material. Often he 
is happily successful in this but 
more often his restless-changes of 
harmony grow tiresome and create 
the impression that he is vaguely 
wandering in a maze of beautiful 
sounds which he seems unabie to 
weld together into a logically 5 
veloped series. 


In his wanderings and gropings, 
however, he often hits upon exquisite 
combinations and when this vague- 
ness is not too long continued, as in 
this present piece,.the general effect 
is more often than not pleasing if) 
not wholly satisfactory from the 
point of view of order and symmetry. 

The playing of the orchestra and 
Mr. Koussevitzky’s conception of the 
music of the afternoon were almost 
entirely above criticism, There were 
some exaggerations of tempo which 
were not wholly successful, notably 
in Rabaud’s symphonic poem, which 
lost immeasurably because of too 
slow a pace, but the playing of the 
Symphony more than made up for 
this slight defect. Mr. Koussevitzky 
has an evident sympathy for and 
clear understanding of music of this 
kind, and was content for the time 
being to lay aside those mannerisms 
of interpretation with which he oc- 
casionally seeks to adorn more fa- 
miliar music, not aywayp to its bet- 
terment. 
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ONDONERS have had another op- 
1 portunity of sampling the work 
of the Arts League of Service. 
This company, which travels with 
iis own. “fit-up” theater, have re- 


cently been * ng a series of. per- 
formances g George's Hall, 
London, illustrative of their work of 
bringing all brauches of art within 
easy reach of every village, hamlet, 
or township in the. United ed Kingdom. 

The performances at King George’s 
Hall are exactly as they are given 
when the company is on tour. Sim- 
plicity ig naturally the keynote of all 
they do. With this is combined a 
pleasant semioriginality; for their 
methods and performances are, per- 
haps, not quite se- absolutely orig- 
inal as is sometimes claimed for 
them. Nor are they quite so simple, 
and it may be added that country 
folk are not perhaps quite so sim- 
ple as the Arts League of Service 
would have us believe: A sublime 


rsimplicity is surely the summit of 


attainment in art. But this kind of 
simplicity is not easily or readily 
attained, and one does not altogether 
feel that the players in the Arts 
League, as a rule, could do very 
much more than they do, or in- 
deed very much less. There is more 
than a suspicion of a cult, and one 
is reminded occasionally of some of 
the vagaries of the London Group of 
Artists, where childishness is some- 
times niistaken for childlikeness.

One cannot help saying this be- 
cause of a certain atmosphere of su- 
periority which seems to pervade 
their work. But apart from this 
fauit—if it really is there—the per- 
Jormances are excellent and, as is so 
often the case with an excellent per- 
formance, the credit is due quite as 
much to the unseen as to the seen 
artists; to the producer and the cos- 
tume designer. Many of the items 
consisted of folk songs sung in cos- 
tume and with appropriate action, 
and the whole carefully rehearsed. 
But one wonders whether folk sings 
were carefully rehearsed! Then 
there were some Gaelic songs or 
chants, well sung, and with a good 
voice by Hugh Mackay; and various 
dances, a little playlet, “The King's 
Wooing,” by Conal O'Riordan, a

TORONTO, Feb. 9 (Special Corre- 
spondence)— The New Symphony Or- 
chestra has not found so many new 
compositions by local musicians to 
present this season as Mr. Von

“Three Dances in the Old Style,” 
which the orchestra did with the 
composer wielding the baton.

The peasants, to 
whom the land had been given, loudly protested.

paper ‘called rubles. They could not see the 
joke of working hard, digging | ‘wealth out of 
the earth, only to turn over a large share of 
it to Soviet agents. So the land policy was 
changed, and the peasants now have practically 
private ownership of the land they til. 

Next, manufacturing industry challenged the 
Soviet rule. The factories were turned over to 
committees appointed by Conimunist agents, 
but it was quickly found that something more 
than plants and labor were needed. Managerial 

ability, a sound currency, and the system of 
bank credits wrongly termed capitalism, were 
lacking, so that production fell far short of 
pre-war conditions, Now the Soviet leaders are 
telling their dupes that Russia must have more 
capital, and strenuous efforts have been made 
to float loans in Great Britain and France. Why 
it should be necessary for Russia to borrow. 
capital does not appear, in view of the Soviet 
hatred and denunciation of all capital. Is it 
possible that the Communists are all wrong, 
and that capital is so needful and beneficial 
that.they are willing to pay high interest rates 
for its use? Russia has great natural resources 
and an abundance of labor. Why, then, does 
she want to borrow that loathed instrument 
for the oppression of Labor, Capital?
